1 tricks, the King of Ergland had a great part of 
France, which thep held a long time, till civil warg 
at hone in this Land made them to foſe ft : Jt did chance 
that the King of England ( foz ſame cauſe beſt known 
ro himſelf ) tent into France with a great Army, 
there after many bictozi?2s he did beffece a ſrrong 
Town, and lap beſoze it full thzee menecths, without 
dotitx ts the 2Zown any great damage, bit rather re- 
ceibed the hurt himſelf. Whis did ſo ver the King, that 
be ſoughr to. take it in any way either by policy oz 
frength : Lo this intent he made #zoclamation, thar 
whoſoever could deltber this Town into his hand, be 
Gould have foz his pains ten thouſand Crowns trulp 
paid. Zhis was pzoclaimed, but there was none found 
that weuld undertake it ; at length the news did come 
ints England of this great reward that was p2omiſed. 
Frier Bacon hearing of it went into France, and be- 
ing adimitted to the Kings pzeſence, be thus ſpake unto 
bim : Pour WPajeſtp Y am ſure hath not qutte fozgot 
Pour poo?

This Bount in two days was ratſed : then Frier Bacon 
* went with the King to the top of it, and did with a perſvect 
fbew to him the Town, as plainlp as if he had been in it : 
At this the King did wonder, bur Frizr Bacon to!d him, 
that he (bould wonder moze ere next dap noon;againft which 
time be defired him to habe his whole Arp in a readineſs 
fo2 to ſcale the wall upon a fignal given by him from the 
Mount.

T:ace had been ſo bountiful in bts 
lobe to him, he would (few htm (by a ſerbant of hts) ſuch 
wonderful things as bis Gzace had never ſeen the like 
befoze, The King demanded of him of what nature thoſe 
things were that he would do; the Ambaſſadour anſwered 
thar they were things done by the Art of Magick, the 
Ring bearing of this, ſent ſtreight fo2 Frier Bacon , 
tho pzeſently came, and bought Frier Bungey with 
htm, 
wihen the Banquet was done, Vandermaſt did ask 
the King, tit be deffred to \ﬀ the Spirit of any man 
deceaſed : and if he did, he would raiſe him in ſuch 
manner and faſhion as he was in when that he lived, 
the King told him, that above all men he deſired ro ſee 
Pompey the Gzeat. tho would abide no egual. Vander- 
ma{t by his Art ranlew tm, armed in ſuch manner as he

was when V> was Cain at the battle of Pharſalia ; At S. 
this they were all hjghly contented. Frier Bacon pzz-
